They should be free of plastic bags, 
metal, and ornaments.  TREES 6-FEET IN LENGTH OR LONGER MUST BE 
CUT IN HALF. 
st be less than 4 feet in length and 2 inches in diameter.  
To assist in the collection process in the event of snow, residents are encouraged to 
place holiday trees on top of snow banks, and to remove as much snow as possible 
from the trees so City drivers can see them.
